If ten men vote one way and nine men 
the other, it woidd he mo-t uiifKir to say (hat 
the Ten, as rcpicsentativcs of the ]»e»»j)l';, 
should be allowed to do whatever they pleased. 
Tboy might p]eH!<>e to rob the nine altogether 
of their rights. Property might be confiscated , 
jiberty impaired, and even life forfeited, and 
•11 4a the name of popular government. 

tio there must be restraints on the majority, 
on ' the people themselves. And that is the 
reason why we have constitutions and courts. 
Without Jhem liberty would soon degenerate 
into despotism. 'J'he peojtlo themselves have 
said that thtire are some things which they, 
acting through majorities, ought not to be al- 
lowed to do. And .so they put into the Con- 
stitution those g^'eat prohibitions for the pro- 
tection of the minority, for the protection, 
perhaps, of one man against the mllliojiB of 
others. And this is populor government as 
the President understands it, at it has been 
nndf^tood by every well-informed man who 
' has ever written or spoken on the subject. No 
majority vt>te can make right the confiscation 
of property oi the invasion of the personal 
liberty of the citi/ ui. So we luive saiil that 
thetiu tilings shall not be doue. To talk al)0ut 
a "pure democracy" in this country ia folly. 
We have q(t pure democracy, and it is to be 
hoped we never shall have such a thing. It has 
^iled horribly wherever tried, and has, as a 
role, been the ptocnrsorof anarchy and dissolu- 
tioo and tyranny.—- Indianapolis News.

Ormond, lord-Ueutenant of Ireland. It 
M'as a clever plot But It failed. Ulood 
escapod. Many of hln friends and 
fpl!ow■-rol)oI^^ were hanged. Ulood 
vowed revenue uixiii the Ouk* Of Or- 
mond (or the>i(> cxcriitlons. 

ile fled to Holland, but SOOn ven 
tured back to Kngland. There he pro- 
ceeded to work out hla revenge. Or 
mond waa driving home, on tbe night 
ot December 6, 1670. tbrougb tbe dark 
London atreeta, when bla carriage was 
Biirrounded by Ulood and a party of 
iiiikiiown men. Ormond was seized, 
diaKgcd from bis coach and hu.stled 
off In the direction of Tyburn lllil 
( l.otKion's otllclal placn of ezecutluu 
aiiil the s|i(it )Aliei<- koiiio ot BlOOd'a 
Irlunda hud been hanged). 

Blood coolly tiitoriiied the duke that 
tboy Intended to hung hltn trom the 
gibbet on which the conspirators had 
perished. The threat would have been 
carried out then and tbere bad not a 
party of Ormond'a followera ridden up 
In hot purault and reacued tbefr atrug- 
gling master. 

MIood once more escaped unsus' 
peeted. Ills next i)l()t was the most 
clarln»; of all. Dlr^guhud as a elo.^gy- 
man and followed by one or tv.n ;ic- 
compllccfl, lie winirtored Into the 'low- 
er (it l.otMii'fi i Miiu room to room ho 
and hla friends went, gaalng in open 
mouthed wonder at tbe eights, as any 
party of Bimple country folk might 
have done. At iengtb tbey came t<f 
the apartment where tbe crown and 
"orb" and scepter and other royal 
Jewels of Kngland were kept. 

At a signal, Kdwards, the guardian 
of the treasure, was attm ked. lie de- 
fended himself and was nearly mur- 
dered. Leaving KdwardH bound on 
the floor, Hlood snatched up the Jew- 
eled crown of England, hid It under 
his long clerical cloak and atrolled 
peacefully out ot tbe room. One or 
bla followera atole tbe "orb" and fol- 
lowed him. 

But tbe alarm bad been raised. Tbe 
iblevea were^haaed and caught. Thus 
England was spared tbe unspeakable 
humiliation of losing Its royal crown 
by a thief, lllood was thrown Into 
Jail. .No one doubted that he would 
be put to deatli at once IN'ople won- 
dere<l what tortures would be Intllcted 
on the man who bad dared to lay un- 
holy banda on tbe royal regalia. 

But BlOOd'a luck beld good. He 
managed to get word to King Cbarlea 
II. tbat If ba war* axaented tbere 
were bundreda of friends wbo would 
avenge bla death. He la alao aald to 
have been In the aecret employ of tbe 
dissolute Duke of Buckingham, wbo 
was a favurlti- of the king and who 
huted the Duke of Urmond. It was 
even whimpered that Huckinghaui had 
inspired Blood's attack on Ormond 
and that he perhapa counted on pay- 
ing aome of hla own duoal gambling 
debta out ot tba gal* of Ua atolao 
crowD Jewels. 

In any eaia, laataad ot ordertag 
mood's Immediate esecuUon, Cbarlea 
II. actually vlalted blm in priaon. No 
one knowa Just what took place dur- 
ing the Interview or what royal scan- 
dulx Hlood threatened to expose If be 
were killed. To every one's surprise, 
Charles not only set Hlood free, but 
placed him In high favyr at court and 
granted Mm a paBSlOB Of |t.MO a 
year. 

For tba next tea yaars Blood waa a 
peraoaafs of importaaea in London. 
The tblaf and blaekmaliar waxed rich 
( while poor Edwards was refused 
even a petty reward for bla plucky de. 
fenaa of tba crown Jewela.) At last, 
the lucky man went too far. He 
uprcad Bcandalous stories about bis 
patron, Buckingham — probably by 
way of lilackmull - and was arrested. 

llu was released on bail, lu Au- 
gutit, 1680, he died under aomewhat 
suspicious circumstances wblla walfr 
log to bo tried.
